Apparently,  Mr.  Jamison  and  Mr.  Rickman  are  blind  to 
the  goals  of  Young  Americans  For  Freedom  by  the  glare  of 
the  spotlight.  In  his  letter,  he  carelessly  tossed  aside  facts  and 
proceeded  to  attack  YAF,  an  organization  he  obviously  knows 
little  about. 


We  find  consolation  in  the  fact  that  this  deliberate  attempt 
to  make  YAF  look  like  a  radical,  extremist  group  fell  flat. 
Students  recognize  distortion  for  what  it  is — in  this  case,  a 
weak  attempt  by  a  group  of  worried  liberals  to  muster  some 
sort  of  attack  against  the  growing  wave  of  patriotic  college 
conservatives  who  believe  that. Communism  is  evil  and  must 
be  defeated  and  that  our  own  government,  while  still  the  best 
in  existence,  has  become  too  centralized  and  too  socialised. 


Some  of  his  statements  undoubtedly  made  many  students 
cringe.  He  said  that  we  should  ‘‘let  the  government  and  mil¬ 
itary  handle  it.”  Docs  he  not  remember  what  President  Ken¬ 
nedy  said  in  his  inaugural  address?  “Don’t  ask  what  your 
country  can  do  for  you  hut,  rather;  what  you  can  do  for  your 
country.” 


We  believe  that  the  only  way  we  can  retain  our  freedom 
is  through  the  education  of  every  citizen  to  the  nature  of  Com¬ 
munism  and  the  methods  by  which  it  infiltrates  a  free  society. 

We  seek  not  the  security  of  a  welfare-state,  but  the  real 
security  that  only  individual  initiative  can  give. 


Mr.  Jamison  and  his  group  ask  for  co-existence  and  con¬ 
cession.  The  American  tradition,  as  we  see  it,  tells  us  that  a 
nation  devoted  to  freedom  concedes  nothing  to  a  totalitarian 
government  dedicated  to  world  enslavement,  that  we  do  not 
co-exist  with  governments  who  butcher  freedom-seeking  stu¬ 
dents. 


It  is  unfortunate  that  small  minds  automatically  classify 
everything  that  isn’t  liberal  as  being  “extreme”  and  danger¬ 
ous”  and  “Young  Birchers”.  The  left-wing  ADA  has  Commu¬ 
nists  in  it  but  this  certaintly  doesn’t  make  it  a  Young  Commu¬ 
nist  group. 


We  haven’t  enough  space  to  fully  explain  YAF’s  principles. 
We  do  urge  anyone  who  is  interested  to  attend  our  organiza¬ 
tional  meeting  which  will  take  place  very  soon.
